The d irk ages are 
often beld to be coeval with the me­ 
diaeval era, but some authorities think 
th at the term should lie applied only 
to the p art of the era extending from 
the downfall of tho em pire of Charle­ 
magne, in th e ninth century, onw ard.

off in a fainting condition afte r re­ 
ceiving a m essage from th e interior. 
W herever any near approach could 
he m ade to a tick er or to a board on 
which quotations w ere posted there 
were g re a t throngs of excited sp ec ta­ 
tors scram bling for a view of tho 
course of the m arket. 
But the real 
stre ss of the occasion cam e upon mon 
who were shut up in e ith er their pri­ 
vate offices or those of brokers who 
w ere struggling and even fighting on 
the floor of the exchange. 
The o u t­ 
side country could obtain little idea 
of the actual occurrences 
0 1 1 the < x- 
< bange, as the brokers are rem ote 
from the public galleries In th eir tem ­ 
po! ary q u arters in the Produce E x­ 
change and are half shut off from 
view by the IO foot wall. 
In the brok­ 
e r s ’ offices sa t m any m en who were 
reduced to absolute ruin as a result 
of about 15 m in u te s’ proceedings on 
the exchange. Some of these have been 
m ade opulent 
within a few 
weeks 
past as a result of the unparalleled 
rise of prices. 
W ith the Hue g am ­ 
bling spirit they have replaced all 
their winnings in new ventures on 
each 
successful 
turn. T h u rsd a y ’s 
drop therefore wiped them all out.

The Casualties Were Great. 
T he casualties w ere great and th e > 
field of battle was strew n with the I 
wounded and m ay be with the dying 
But of actual fatalities none was re- j 
corded of im portance during the day.

WARNED BY A BISHOP. 


Gambling, W hether at the Club or in 


Stock Market, Leads to Downfall, 


Said Lawrence. 


Boston. May IO.—“W hat will you 
give,” asked Bishop Law'rence at the 
diocesan convention here, “for the 
future of the boy whose pin money is 
the gain at his father’s game at the 
club?” 
The bishop was uttering a solemn 
warning against national sins. 
He 
said: 
“W hat we have got to keep ever 
before us is this, that if this nation 
is to be a moral force, if it is to have 
character, if. indeed, it is to survive 
at all, the spiritual powers must keep 
pace with the material increase. 
The 
fundamental virtues—truth, honesty, 
purity, obedience and charity—must 
be in control. 
The giant without the 
power of self-mastery 
will be the 
cause of his own downfall. 
“One has only to listen for a mo 
ment to the shouts in the stock m ar­ 
ket during the past few weeks to be 
impressed with the danger in which 
our young men and women, our boys 
and girls, stand—the temptation to 
gamble, to get something for noth­ 
ing, to try to make money fast, to 
hazard what is of value simply for 
the pleasure of the hazard. 
You see 
that I am not drawing fine distinc­ 
tions. much 
less am I making the 
stock m arket the scapegoat for an in 
creasing popular danger and vice.”

Presently the silence w as broken by 
the sound of a voice in the distance 
singing “Daisy, Daisy, give me your 
a n sw e r true,” and a n um ber of voices 
Joined in the chorus of the well known 
ditty.
